1 . SUMMARY: ON MARCH 28 FRENCH MFA MADE DEMARCHE TO 
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SOUTH AFRICAN AMBASSADOR LOUIS PIENAAR URGING THAT THE 
SAG COMPLY WITH THE US REQUEST OF SIGNING THE NPT AND 
ADOPTING FULL FUEL CYCLE SAFEGUARDS. THE MFA ALSO 
ADVISED THAT FRANCE IS INTERESTED IN COMPLETING THE 
KOEBERG REACTOR CONTRACT, WOULD JOIN THE US IN A VETO OF 
A SECURITY COUNCIL BAN BUT WOULD NOT VETO SUCH A MEASURE 
ALONE, AND WOULD PROBABLY HONOR A SECURITY 
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COUNCIL BAN ON NUCLEAR COOPERATION WITH THE SAG. END 
SUMMARY. 

2. MFA NUCLEAR NON-PROLIFERATION ADVISER IACOMET GAVE 
EMBOFF DETAILED REVIEW OF /RENCH DEMARCHE TO SAG. ON 
MARCH 28 JACOMET, ACTING AT THE SPECIFIC REQUEST OF THE 
FOREIGN MINISTER, CALLED IN THE SOUTH AFRICAN AMBASSADOR 
PIENAAR FOR DISCUSSION ON SOUTH AFRICAN NUCLEAR ACTI- 
VITIES AND FRENCH INTERESTS. JACOMET SAID THAT MEETINGS 
BETWEEN THE TWO SHOULD BE OF A CONTINUING NATURE 

AND THAT THERE SHOULD DEVELOP SOON A FULL DIALOGUE ON 
MUTUAL INTERESTS IN NUCLEAR AFFAIRS. 

3. JACOMET BEGAN HIS DEMARCHE BY STATING THAT THE GOF 
REAT.T7.es THERE IS A SERIOUS RISK OF THE UN SECURITY 
COUNCIL RESTRICTING NUCLEAR COOPERATION WITH SOUTH 
AFRICA. FRANCE IS PREPARED TO JOIN THE US IN VETOING 
SUCH SC ACTION, BUT FRANCE WOULD NOT VETO SUCH SC 
ACTION ALONE. HOWEVER, THE SAG SHOULD UNDERSTAND THAT 
THE KOEBERG REACTOR CONTRACT IS VERY IMPORTANT TO 
FRANCE AND SHOULD BE COMPLETED. US SUPPORT IS REQUIRED 
TO COMPLETE THE REACTORS; AND TO GET THE NECESSARY US 
SUPPORT, FRANCE BELIEVES THAT THE SAG MUST AGREE TO SIGN 
THE NPT AND ACCEPT FULL SCOPE SAFEGUARDS. IN THE FRENCH 
VIEW, THE USG HAS NO WAY AROUND THESE TWO STEPS DUE TO 
THE RECENT US NUCLEAR NON-PROLIFERATION LEGISLATION. 
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THE SAG AMBASSADOR SAID HE WOULD INFORM HIS GOVERNMENT 
OF GOF VIEWS AND REPORT ANY REACTIONS. 

4. PIENAAR BEGAN HIS PERSONAL COMMENTS BY NOTING THAT 
IT WAS MOST IMPORTANT THAT THE GOF AND THE SAG HAVE A 
CONTINUING DIALOGUE ON NUCLEAR ISSUES; THE SAG 
ADMITTEDLY HAS A REPUTATION OF BEING STUBBORN BUT IT 
IS ALWAYS OPEN TO DISCUSSION. SUCH DISCUSSIONS SHOULD 
PROBABLY TAKE PLACE IN PRETORIA. FOR THE SAG, THE 
KOEBERG REACTORS ARE TO BE UNDER IAEA SAFEGUARDS; 

OTHER NUCLEAR FACILITIES HAVE BEEN CLEARLY EXPLAINED 
BY THE SAG TO BE FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. IT IS NOT AT 
ALL CLEAR TO THE SAG WHY IT MUST ACCEPT FULL FUEL 
CYCLE SAFEGUARDS. PIENAAR THEN ASKED IF FRANCE WOULD 
COMPLETE THE KOEBERG REACTORS OR RESPECT A SECURITY 
COUNCIL BAN ON COOPERATION SHOULD IT MATERIALIZE. 
JACOMET SAID THAT FRANCE HAS RESPECTED SC ACTION IN THE 
PAST AND WOULD PROBABLY DO SO IN THE FUTURE. PIENAAR 
CONCLUDED THE DISCUSSION BY ASKING THAT JACOMET ADVISE 
HIM AS TO WHETHER THE GOF WOULD COMPLETE THE KOEBERG 
REACTOR CONTRACT IF THE SECURITY COUNCIL BAN 
MATERIALIZED.
